East Indian Sporting Sketches.—No. 5. 
Immediately after our return from the Dinah Valley, 
my brother proposed a second fishing excursion; he 
was evidently anxious to outdo the great deeds that 

H-and 1 had accomplished before—our dash after 

the big game—and we were by no means loth to spend 
three days in the indulgence of the gentle craft. So the 
word was given. My brother had command of the con¬ 
valescent depot in those hills, consequently of a consid¬ 
erable amount of camp equipage, and a number of 
commissariat elephants, camels and lascars, upon 
which he issued liberal requisitions. He offered us the 
use of a couple of trotting camels or a pad elephant, but 
we preferred riding our horses the lost eight, accepting 
the elephant however for the first ten miles, over a 
somewhat rocky tract of low hill country. 

My brother was essentially luxurious and ordered a 
dboolie for himself, in which to go to sleep and trav¬ 
eling during the night, to wake up in at his usual hours 
for “coucher” and “lever.” 

Before, these go-ahead railway days, and greatly 
even yet in out-of-the-way districts, ths dhoolle plays 
a prominent part in the drama of Indian life. It Is the 
acme of luxurious traveling, before which even the Pull¬ 
man Palace Sleepers must humbly bow. It is not a 
great Invention, being no more than a bed frame slung 
on a pole and covered in with Btrong canvass, but fitted 
up with poekels, drawers, &c., plenished with evtjry 
necessity and desire, and steadily borne on the strong 
shoulders of well trained bearers over rough and smooth, 
rugged hill side or sandy flat, it ceases as a mere thing 
and is acknowledged a being, without whom travel 
would, not only be fiat, stale and unprofitable, but 
baleful. 

After making all arrangements, my brother turned 
into his dhoolle in the verandah, H-and I, after or¬ 

dering on our horses, turned into our couches, and all 
was hushed save the “ Here! Hcrel! Here!!! I’ve got a 
dead Hindoo,” of the prowling Jackal. 

At 8-.80 a. k. we were aroused by our “boys”—all 
body servants are, in Southern India, galled ‘boys’’— 
bathed, had our coffee, eggs and toast, and by 4 a. m. 
**re comfortably ensconced in the howdoh of our ele¬ 


phant, and were swinging along at a good five miles an 
hour through the starry night. The regular swinging 
motion lulled me at leaBt, to sleep, not to awaken till 
the sudden pitch backwards of the liowdali as the ele¬ 
phant knelt down for us to dismount. In a trice we 
had mounted our nags and were cnntcring along fol¬ 
lowed by our four trusty dogs. We had uot ridden far 
when I noticed old Major make a point, and then steal 
up-wind towards a small bush, out of which, as he 
drew near, a splendid little fox broke. A shout attract¬ 
ed the attention of the other dogs, and in an instant 
they were all streaking after old Major and the fox. 
The fox of Central and Upper India is the smallest of 
all the vulpecidie, and is very swift and agile, nor was 
this little gray raBcal one whit behind the very nimblest 
of his brethren. Swiftly he raced over tho almost bare 
plain, and swiftly in pursuit rushed our gallant half- 
breeds, black Tippoo slipping past Kitty, and reaching 
after Major in fine style. Ragah was outpaced from 
the start, nor could he ever live with the polygurs in a 
mere trial of speed; but he was a staunch dog with fair 
speed, and a useful nose that was worth the legs of the 
other three in running up a wounded animal in thick 
cover. 'The Polygar, a breed of dogs peculiar to Cen¬ 
tral India, is somewhat like the grey-hound, but more 
stoutly built and savage—remarkable for little hair, 
and that little grows in reddish bristly tufts that hardly 
rise above the cuticle. These poiygars, crossed with 
the pure English grey-hound, make an excellent breed 
that combines the power and climatic endurance of the 
native, with a great deal of the keen sightednesB and 
swiftness of the European animal, and when really good, 
are very highly prized for sporting purposes. Tippoo 
and Major were of the very finest, and Tippoo, perhaps, 
the finest of the species in that part o t the country, 
whilst little Kitty was built on a lighter scale and had 
not the pace of her big companions, though her working 
powers, when up to her game, were beyond praise. 

Tippoo shot past Major and up to the fox, who at the 
instant the gleaming teeth were above him, flourished 
his heavy brush to one side and turned "at right angles" 
to his former course, Tippoo going heels over head in 
endeavoring to turn with the quarry; this turn let Maj¬ 
or well in, and brought Kitty close to the fox bIbo, so 
that on Tippoo regaining his position, Mr. Fox had to 
dodge and dodge with great rapidity and accuracy to 
evade the threatcuing fangs of the over persistent trio, 
-of whom Kitty was now by far the most troublesome. 
Ragah too had closed up with the .others, and ail four 
abreast, made a simultaneous dash at the fox—a dodge 
to right or left was equally dangerous—but life was 
sweet, and foxy meant to save it if he could—he turned 
completely round, Bprang high into the nir, dropped on 
Ragah’s back, and was off right in rear of them, and in 
a "bee line” for a sngar plantation some 800 yards off, 
Ragah first, then Kitty and the oilier two were after 
him, but his bold “ruse" had given him too long a lead, 
and he dashed into cover some few feel ahead of the 
black, whose dull nose was then at fault, but old Rag¬ 
ah, on arriving, set his nose to work, and run the little 
skulker through the canes and into the plain on the 
other side, followed by Kitty, who had taken a breath¬ 
er, and now rattled the fqx turn after turn till the pack 


ran clean into the gallant little fellow, who gave Major 
a dentil salute on the snout with his little needle-like 

teeth. II- ilismouutcd and secured the brush and 

mask of as good a little fox as I ever rode after. 

These fo-xos are long in the leg and measure from 15 
to 18 inches from tip of snout to root of tail, which is 
about 12 or 15 inches long and very brushy, being used 
as a rudder to enable them to make the flashing turns. 
Their fur is a brown gray, and in winter is thick and 
soft but is not in any way utilized, because of its small 
size, and the difficulty of procuring it in marketable 
shape, even if there was a demand for it. He abides 
for the most part in burrows, taking a n .p in the cool 
of the morning and evening under some small shady 
bush; at night he prowls in pursuit of such small deer, 
as rats, beetles, grass hoppers and the like, poaching, 
whenever he gets a chance, at a plump quail or snooz¬ 
ing partridge. He is no carrion cater like the Jackal, 
but a wholesome, clean-feeding little gentleman that 
no nigger objects to eat. 

As the dogs were finishing their game, the dog-boy 
came up with the gun bearers, so we had the dogs tied 
up, took our rifles in hand,' and cantered on for camp, 

II-bowling over a fine black buck from Peter’s back 

as it hounded across our path at about 150 yards dis¬ 
tance. We arrived ut camp and found my brother had 
stolen a march on us by taking a fling at the mabscer, 
with no very great success however, a six pounder be¬ 
ing the only fish worth bagging. Bengalee.

The Elevation of Great Lakes. 

Mr. James J. Gardner, in the annual report of the 
United Stales Geological and Geographical Survey, 
published the results of his long labore on difiereni 
lines of levels. Difficulties were found in the fact that 
railroad surveys from the Atlantic border had not start 
ed from the same stage of tide level, and that careless 
ness had been shown in previous computations. 1 he 
final results have proved that the elevation of the great 
northern lakes and the surrounding country is about 
nine feet more than previously reported by the Statu 
Geologist of Ohio; that St. Louis is 23 feet higher than 
made by Humphreys and Abbott; that Kansas city and 
' toe surrounding country for many hundred miles south 
and west is more than 100 feet higher than heretofore 
reDorted; Omaha, 31 feet higher; ImUanapolls about 
lo8 feet. The following are the level of the lakes ns 
’ now ascertained: . 

1 Mean level of Lake Ontario above mean tide level, 
i 249 99 feet; mean level of Lake Erie above mean tide 
1 level, 573.08 feet; mean level of Lake Huron above 
‘ mean tide level, 589.99 feet; mean level of Lako Micli- 
! igan above mean tide level, 598.15. . 

1 The main height of Lake Erie was arrived nt by 
> means of levelings on the Erie Canal from Albany to 
J Buffalo, from Philadelphia by railroad through Hnrria- 
1 burg, Pittsburg, and Crestline to Cleveland; from Al- 
bany to Buffalo by railroad; by tbe North Central Pa 
1 cific Railroad to Dunkirk and Cleveland; by the Cana 
l dian Grand Trunk Railroad. The result obtained by 
® these six routes respectively illustrate the method used 
e for obtaining the sure elevation.

The true rule seems to be, rather, not 
to bathe when tbe system is tired or exhausted, and it 
this rule Is faithfully carried out, any one in gooil 
health may take a plunge-bath in cold water, however 
warm they may be. When the system is fresh, it re¬ 
acts quickly from the numbing effects of the cold dash, 
leaving the person feeling fresher and clearer than be¬ 
fore; on the contrary, when worn with toll and fatigue, 
there is not thatTeserve force to draw upon, and the 
consequences are often quite seriouB. Let parents and 
all otheri disabuse themselves of that exploded notion, 
and only bear In mind the rule here brought forward, 
never to bathe when the body is tired and the system 
not In a condition to sustain further demands upon it. 
—Science of Health.

The Pitre Irish Setter. 

A few weeks ago there appeared the advertisement 
nf‘‘A Professional Dog Breeder and Breaker,” who is 
nnite well known throughout the west, offering for sale 
k black Irish setter; and about the same time a letter 
“ published In an eastern sporting journal, from a 
southern gentleman, asking whether the color of his set¬ 
ter dog denoted pure breeding. He stated that he hud 
J .chased him from the breeder, already referred to, 
who represented him to be a “pure” Irish setter, whieh 
statement be saw good reason to doubt, as the dog was 
“liver and while" in color. Perhaps the said breeder 
bus made a discovery, well worth knowing, how to breed 
mire Irish sellers of any color; or perhaps he has, 
which is more likely, it wonderful brood hitch, which 
throws pure Irish, pure Gordon, or pure Laverack set¬ 
ters nil in the same litter if desired! Doubtless the 
same individual cau supply us with some pure “white” 
(Jordons of his own breeding! Does our professional 
friend think American sportsmen fools, that he dures 
to impose main them so openly, or is he such an igno¬ 
ramus that he is conscious of no absurdity iu his state¬ 
ments? In brotherly charity let us eouelude to give ig¬ 
norance f u ii credit for our friend’s mistakes, and hope 
that his dogs are “good, but a little off color.” On one 
point ail authorities agree, that in dolor the “pure" 
Irish setter'is always “red” or “red and white,” the lest 
white the more desirable. The fashionable shade color 
in England at. present is the deep, licit blood red, yet 
ibis shade is not considered a necessary mark of purity- 
in breeding, tho’ its beauty makes it preferable. Some 
will claim that the pure Irish setter must be free from 
white, but such a positiou can be held no longer, for 
tbe best judges in England have decided to the con¬ 
trary, as they consider it meetly a matter of taste. Dr. 
Stone’s famous “Dash,” winner at the last Crystal Pal¬ 
ace Show, of the champion cup for Irish setter dogs, is 
a notable instance. 11c is not of the deepest and most 
fashionable red, though of beautiful color, ami baa a 
real deal of white, yet he has won iirst prize in the 
.rish setter class at almost every show where he has been 
exhibited, beating Mr. Llewellin's “Knowing” and 
uiauy other “cracks.” Plunkct, lately imported by Dr. 
Goldsmith, whose purity is beyond question, is a show 
as well as field trial winner, though iu color a light red 
with considerable while. On the other hand, Mr. Bur¬ 
ges' late imported Kufus, also of the purest Irish blood 
and a winner of prizes in England, isof the fashionable 
ami most bcadliful deep blood red and perfectly free 
from white, while Friend, his fair kennel companion, 
though of the same rich color, shows a little white. 
Acknowledging then Hint the color of the pure Irish 
setter is no longer in dispute, let us not fall into the er¬ 
ror of imagining llml all red. or red and white, setters 
are Irish. 
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By “red” most American sportsmeu designate almost 
every shade of color from the orungc to the liver 
color while the red referred to is clear and distinct, 
though of different shades, without tbe yellow or the 
browm cast. There arc probably not fifty, and I doubt 
whether there are ouc-third that number, “purely bred 
Irish setters in America, yet there are, I presume, as 
many hundred so called, merely because in color, and 
unfortunately in color alone, they resemble the grand 
breed, to which it is claimed they belong. Doubtless 
many have Irish blood in their veins, but heaven forbid 
that the noble old breed should be held responsible for 
all the various crosses, which cxpcrimcutal or acciden¬ 
tal Yankee breeding has produced. 

Some sportsmen, who are thoroughly posted too, per¬ 
sist in calling tbeir dogs Irish setters, when they know 
ton certainty that they are not “purely” bred, and 
more, they have entered them as such at some of our 
dog shows, to compete for prizes, by their action claim¬ 
ing them to be w-hat they knew they are not. Is this 
sportsman like? Is it honest? Dog shows are intend¬ 
ed to improve our breeds, but it is taking a step back¬ 
ward when sportsmen (?) are allowed to exhibit a cross- 
' bred animal as pure. 

Mr. Llewellin was justly criticized by the London 
Field for exhibiting Carrie, lately imported by Dr. Gold¬ 
smith, in tbe Irish setter class at tbe Crystal Palace 
Show last year. Though she won a prize, for the 
judges decide from looks, without regard to pedigree, 
she had no right in tbe class, since, ns the Field states, 
she is not an Irish setter at all, being, as her pedigree 
sUowb, part Laverack. True, she is a beauty and very 
highly bred, and doubtless a clipper, yet “in appear¬ 
ance only” is sbe an Irish setter. Let us commence 
right in making our classifications at our dog shows, 
and if we have a class for Lavcracks, let none but “pure 
Laveracks be allowed to compete in that class; not 
evea the famous Field Trial Breed, which are so close¬ 
ly related. Special classes should be made, to encour¬ 
age the importation or breeding of strictly pure strains, 
but a general open class will be most satisfactory to 
sportsmen at largo, who are not exhibitors. Since the 
winner of tbe first prize in any one of the special 
classes may be much inferior to the winner (or even 
second or third) prize in another class, it is but just that 
a class bo made, to includaall tbe getters exhibited, and 
that not only tbe best setter be named, but also the 
second and third, and possibly even the fourth and 
fifth best. The offer of the fourth or fifth prize would 
be but a doubtful compliment, yet it would give the re¬ 
lative merits, in the judges’ opinions, of the winners In 
the special classes. As yet no breed of setters can 
claim to be the general favorite among American sports- 
nien, but we prophesy that a few years will show the 
superiority of the red Irish. The breed will show to 
better advantage here Ilian abroad, where their break¬ 
ing is neglected until too late to make, them perfect. 
The disposition of the breed is peculiar and demands 
that his breaking should commence in early puppyhood. 
When their handling, is begun very early, tbeir blgb 
spirit proves to be a great excellence. While they art- 


abused as “headstrong brutes,” if left until nearly ma¬ 
tured before they go Into the hands of tbe breaker. In 
natural Intelligence, the spaniel alone, of all other 
dogs. equalB them, while Indurance and courage to face 
rough cover, or stand rough treatment, they are supe¬ 
rior to all. Being affectionate, intelligent, courageous, 
and beautiful, they are of all dogs the gentleman’s 
companion. Mr. Laverack confesses his admiration 
for the breed, and it Is claimed, his statement to the 
contrary, that certain dogs of his breeding, show he 
has used the Irish croBB. Idstone, In his parugruph on 
Plunket. praises tbe breed mosiextrnordinarily, though 
at that time he was breeding black-aud-lans almost ex¬ 
clusively. 

Your printer makes a sad jumble of Mr. Llewellin's 
name, in my lo9t, besides crediting me with tbe sense¬ 
less statement that “it is by using the Irish setter cross 
‘(hat some of the most prominent English breeders are 
importing the black strains, &e.” It should read, “im¬ 
proving Hie black-nnd-tans 

Tliis cross gives us either red setters, closely resemb¬ 
ling the pure Irish in appenrauce, or beautiful black 
ana-tans, which iu all respects, but particularly in head 
and shoulders, are an improvement on the pure Gor- 
dous. Grouse. 

Traveled Dogs. 

The captain of a Nabaut boat has a fine curly dog, 
which never misses making u trip with his master if lie 
can help it. He likes the bustle and little excitement 
of getting under way, and going on shore again, as well 
as old sailors love tbe sea. He is quite sociable, and 
well acquainted with tbe regular passengers. They 
know his peculiarities, and he knows some of theirs, 
if lie does not regularly “beg” he is still sharp enough 
to “bang around" those who arc rather liberally dispos¬ 
ed. He generally gets his penny orfive-ceut piece, and 
then off he bounds to tlie refreshment table, and lays 
it out in cake as orderly as a boy. He would scorn to 
eat it off the Hour, like a dog which bad never been 
taught good manners. He bunts up bis master and puls 
tbe cake in bis bund, and then stands by decorously 
and eats it, piece by piece, as it is broken off for him. 

Another smart Yankee dog has a taste for visiting. 
He goes down to the depots uud steps aboard the train, 
without the customary little ceremony at tbe ticket of¬ 
fice; uud when it reaches the right town lie bounds oil', 
and pays a visit to' some friend of Ids master. He 
never makes a mistake about the town nor tbe train, 
and is such a fine intelligent fellow, he always meets 
with a welcome. He usually stays three or four days 
on bis trips, uud no doubt picas up considerable dog 
lore in bis travels.

Change of Color iu Fishes. 

The present French Government two years since scut 
M. G. Pouehet on a scientific mission to the laboratory 
of living animals at Coucarneau. He applied himself 
to the study of the changes of color in fishes. In his 
report to the Government, he gives an account of Hie 
minute uDulomy of the masses of pigment which are 
the seat of the colors displayed by fishes, reptiles and 
batrachiahs, as well as some of the lower animals. 
These pigments are cither liquid or solid, forming a 
granular mass. Tbe cells in which they are contained 
be calls chromoMaets. During life these cells arc di¬ 
lated; but in death they arc contracted, thus produc¬ 
ing the livid hue often seen in dead fishes. Thin change 
in color is due to (.he nervous system, of whipl^ lire 
facts that the chromatic functions of the chameloti arc 
arrested during sleep, and that the colors of sonic fish 
change when they are irritated, arc proof. It some¬ 
times happens that these changes of colors arc pro¬ 
duced with extreme rapidity by the fish simply seeing 
some object which gives a shock to the brain. It is 
difficult to say whether this change of color is volunta¬ 
ry or not. The means of testing the action of the ner¬ 
vous system were to remove the eyes. When this was 
done, the fish became of a color intermediate between 
the dark hues it assumes when placed on a dark bot¬ 
tom, and on a lighter sandy bottom; and this tint re¬ 
mained without change. He proves that the great sym¬ 
pathetic nerve produces this color. The point of de¬ 
parture, then, of this power of change in color is the 
retina, the impressions on which, communicated to the 
brain, react in the pigment cells of the skin, and the 
nerves regulate the action by the great sympathetic. 
In this connection, it Is interesting to record Inc latest 
discoveries concerning the blind fish in the Mammoth 
Cave, Kentucky, made by Prof. F. W. Putnam, of the 
Peabody, Academy of Sciences, Salem, Mass. In 
a recent exploration, he visited certain caverns never 
before entered. His investigations have resulted in 
finding colored flsu without eye'B, exploding Hie theory 
heretofore held that all eyeless fish are colorless, and 
going to prove that it is really controlled by the great 
sympathetic nerve, at least in these fishes. White fish 
with eyes, and crawfish both with and without those 
organs, were obtained, presenting many new features 
of great interest to naturalists. A large variety of val¬ 
uable archieologleal relics were found in the new cham¬ 
bers, such as skeletons of human beings, mounds, rude 
insimmeuls, and the like. 


Capture of a Swordfish.— We clip the following 
from the Babylon (L. I.) Signal : On Wednesday of 
lust week some fishermen saw a school of mackerel off 
Fire Island, and set out in a small bout to capture 
them. They were hauling iu the net when an unusual 
commotion showed they had cuught something larger 
than a mackerel. As the captain stood with the bout 
book in hand, tbe monster rushed under the boat und 
nearly capsized it. When the men regained their feet 
they found that their antagonist was u swordfish. He 
baa driven bis sword clear through tbe bottom of tbe 
bout and was for a moment held fast. As tbe plankB 
of the boat were not thick enough la hold him long, the 
men lost no time In getting a series of half hitches 
around him with a stout line, when the fish freed him¬ 
self und darted off into position for another charge. 
But as the grip of the rope was tightened with every 
movement, he was at the mercy of bis captors. The 
fishermen stopped the hole in the boat, and pulled for 
tbs schooner, lauding their captive safely on deck, and 
took him to Fulton Market. The sword measures three 
feet seven inches, und the body, from the base of the 
sword to the tail, is over eleven feet It weighed 990 
pounds net. The skin was stripped off and stuffed for 
the Central Park Museum, and the flesh was served up 
in, steuks and chowders at a restaurant. The meat of 
tbe swordfish is said to lie excellent, though somewhat 
resembling pork in texture and taste. 

Wear and Tear of Choke Bores. 

The following is a complete return of Hie figures of 
merit, pattern, and penetration of the twelve recorded 
shots taken after each 300 fired into the pit. From 
this it will be seen that the guns have maintained their 
shooting powers throughout the trial, extending over 
the Inst six weeks, und on Tuesday last Mr. Baker's 
figure of merit was higher than on any previous day. 
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The columns taken down are in order of date, com¬ 
mencing May 19, a single line across tile three columns 
representing one day's target shooting. The aggregate 
average of fhe twelve day's shooting are given after 
the bracket at the foot of each column. On May 19, 30, 
25, and 20, flic weather was culm; Juue 1 and 2, a lend¬ 
ing wind ; June 8 and 9, a slight bead wind ; .luue 15 
uml 10, a strong bead wind ; and on June 22 and 20, as 
slulcd above, the weather was hot, with no iviud.— Lon¬ 
don Field. _ _ _ 

Old American Coins. 

“The earliest coinage for America is said to have 
been made iu 1012 for the Virginia Company at Somers 
Islands, now culled tbe Bermudas. In 1045, the As 
seinbly of Virginia provided by law for the coinage of 
copper pieces, hut the law was not carried into effect. 
The earliest regular Colonial coinage was in Massachu¬ 
setts, in pursuance of an order Of the General (jlourt, 
passed May 27, 1052. The coins, 12-pencc, 6-peucc, 
and 3-pence pieces, were soon afterwards put in circu¬ 
lation. There was a Massachusetts 2-penny piece. 
One variety of the Massachusetts coinage hud what is 
termed a “pine tree," another a “willow,” and a third 
an “oak." Tbe first coinage of Massachusetts was the 
“pine tree shilling" of 1050; the two penny und om- 
penny pieces were coined in 1052. In 1785 the Con¬ 
gress adopted the plan presented by Thomas Jeffersoyi 
for tbe national coinage, und in 1780 decided upon the 
Dames and characters of the coins. In 1787 a contract 
was eDtcrcd into with Mr. James Jarvis for 300 tons of 
tlie copper coins authorized by Congress, and these 
were coined at New Haven and bore tbe date 1787. In 
1792 a code of laws was enacted for the esta blishme nt 
and regulation of the Mjyt, wUtah won cntatnnttKTln 
1793. The first issue of cents from the National Mint 
iu Philadelphia was iu 1793. The regular issue of the 
half-dime was in 1794, hut a half-dime styled the "Mar¬ 
tha Washington" was coined in 1792 as an experimen¬ 
tal or pattern piece. The first issue of silver dollars 
was in 1794, and of dimes 1790. The first gold coinage, 
iu eagles uud half-eagles, was iu 1795.— Philadelphia 
Ledger. __ 

To. Destroy Insects.— The Boston Journal of 
Chemistry says that hot nlum water is a recent sugges¬ 
tion as an insect destroyer. It will destroy red and black 
ants, cockroaches, spiders, chintz bugs, and all the 
crawling pests which infcBt our houses. Take two 
pounds of alum and dissolve it in three or four quarts 
of boiling water ; let it stand on the fire until tbe alum 
disappears, then upply it with a brush, while nearly 
boiling hot, to every joint and crevice in your closets, 
bedsteads, pantry shelves, and the like. Brush the 
crevices in the door of the skirting or mopbourds, if you 
suspect thut they harbor vermin. If, iu whitewashing 
a ceiling, plenty of alum is added to the lime, it will 
also serve to keep insects at a distance. Cockroaches 
will flee the paint which has been washed in cold alum 
water Sugar barrels and boxcscan be freed from ants 
by drawing a wide chalk mark just round the edge of 
the lop of them. The mark must he unbroken, or they 
will creep over It; but a continuous chalk mark half sn 
inch iu width will set tbeir dcprcdulious at naught. 
Powdered alum or borax will keep tbe chintz bug at a 
respectful distance, and travelers should always carry 
a package of it in their band-bags to scatter over ami 
under their pillows iu places where they have reasou 
to stuped the presence of such bedfellows.

The catcher la a very important Item In a base ball nine; In fact 
we ehould rate him a* second to the pitcher only* and ay such he 
should be selected with great care and forethought 

In looking over the championship record of this year, we have 
noticed that an immense number of games have been lost almost 
directly by the bad play of the catchers, and especially by their 
inability to throw with accuracy to second base. We take It that 
any man who has earned, or by error has reached, first haae, should 
go no further, except a man be on third base, for a ball duly han¬ 
dled aud thrown, should reach second long before the runner. 

With real pleasure have we watched the arrow-flight throws of 
White of the Bostons, against whom there are few records of a bad 
throw to second this year. Qulna of the late Westerns, though by 
no means a first rate catcher, threw to second with great preclslou, 
and by this means alone retired five White S locking runners in 
two games. Snyder of the Phlladelphiae, and Miller of the 8t. 
Louis Browne, are good men In this particular, audio consequence 
eecOnd base is not aa often seen as first by those who play against 
them. 

From these turn to the White-Stocking nine, which we believe 
is in many respects equal to any nine in the country, and behold 
their weak points: lligbam, their regular catcher, is a good roan 
in many points; a very good man in some, but he cannot throw 
with any accuracy to second base, nor can Hastings. Of the later 
games that the White Stockings have played, bases have been tak¬ 
en with ridiculooB impunity. Of the earlier games lost by them, 
the second St. Louis was owing to three rune gained by stolen 
bases In the 3d, 4th and 5th Innings, without those three runs the 
St. Louis would have beeo beaten. The second game of the Mut¬ 
uals was lost by two errors in the throwing line, supplemented by 
unueual errors by reliable fielders. In the second Boston game a 
wild throw following a passed ball so utterly demoralized the 
pitching in the second innings, that the Reds tallied nine runs. 

It is not much use having a straight, swift and reliable pitcher, 
or any amount of good holders, if the catcher will neither hold the 
ball or throw straight to second when it does stick among his 
fingers. A good catcher will always command a high salary, but 
a poor one is not worth ten cents a year, as he does nothing him¬ 
self but muff, and In addition be disheartens those who are linked 
to him by managerial ties.

July 14.— The great college race was set for 11 a. ts., 
but owing to the roughness of the water, and manifest 
indisposition of many of the crews to wait for a lull, 
there waa no Btart effected till 12:80 p m., at which time, 
the wind having died away, the boBom of the lake was 
well nigh unruffled. At the word go, the 18 shells 
sprang spontaneously forward, Harvard at once assum¬ 
ing the lead with a tew quick strokes, settling down, 
however to 84, Cornell showing out second with their 
steady 86, Dartmouth, Brown, Yale and Wesleyan be 
ing already prominent from the ruck. At tbe half mile 
Harvard still held tbe lead, with Dartmouth, Columbia 
and Cornell in close order; Yale, Amherst, Brown, 
Wesleyan and Bowdoln well together,but slightly in rear 
of the leading division, UnionjPrlnceton, Williams ami 
Hamilton already beginning to tail off. Cornell aiid 
Columbia were pulling a beautiful 86. finishing eacb 
stroke clear through. Harvard was doing very showy 
work, but the others were bound to outlast them. Yale 
pulled with magniflclent regularity, but seemed to 
hang on the finish, failing to row their stroke clear 
through. ” 

At a mile Harvard still kept the lead, Columbia bay 
ing crept into second place, with Cornell a good third, 
and Dartmouth but a few feet in rear. From these 
Yale and Wesleyan well nigh together were divided by

Death of Lexington. 

The “Hero of Woodbura,’’as be was dubbed in bis days of pri me 
virility wuh by the equally famous Bouton out of Alice Carneal by 
Sarpedon, bis grand-dam being ltowena by Sumpter, and great- 
grand-dam Lady Gray by Robin Gray. The sire of Lexington was 

by Ttnioleon out of Robin Brown's dam, own sister to luckabue 

and Revenue, by Florlzel. He was foaled In I860, was bred by Dr. 
Warfield, of Lexington, Ky., and his original appearance on the 
turf was under the name of Darley. As Darley, be won a mile- 
heat race for three-year-olds, and a two-mile-heat race at the l£X- 
inglon (Ky.) meeting of 1853. Having been pnrehaaed by Mr. 
Richard Ten Broeck, who subsequently took the American horses 
to England, that gentleman changed his name to Lexington, after 
the place In which the horse was reared. In the tall of 1888, hia

after Norfolk had won the two three-year-old atake* at 8t. Louis, 
Mr. Alexander received from Mr. Theodore Winter the price de¬ 
manded for Norfolk, viz: Afteen thousand and one dollars. 
Among the famous get of LexlDgton, in addition to Norfolk, aro 
Asteroid, Lightning, Lancaster, Harry Bassett, Kingfisher, Ken- 
tacky, Daniel Boone, *Baywood. Bayonet. Preakness, Acrobat, 
Monarchist, General Duke, Nevada, Snylock, Jack Malone, Harry 
of the West, Idlewlld, Vauxhall. Judge Cartls, Stonewall Jack- 
son and Tom Bowling, the lost almost the exact counterpart of bis 
sire. For yearsthls remarkable horse, who through the stud has 
added to the brilliant victories of the American turf, while per¬ 
petuating the memory of his own lastroas achievements, has been 
blind, and his services have hence been retained for tne brood* 
mares of hie owner. Latterly be bad been afflicted with nasal 
catarrh, and It was remarked that he was rapidly growing thin. 
These symptoms of decay, added to A. J. Alexander's expressed 
fear that he would shortly lose him, is the best confirmation of 
the dispatch that a grand old horse, lingering not long after a 
career of great usefulness had ceased, had passed away. In his 
progeny, alike numerous and valuable, he will outlive even the 
youngest chronicler of hia death. Dying on Thursday, July 1, 
Lexington survived for nearly eight years the eminent and far- 
seeing turfman who singled him out for purposes of reproduc¬ 
tion. 

Alice Carneal.— In mauy of the notices of Lexington's death 
it is stated that bis dam, Alice Carneal. never won a race. This la 
a gross and unpardonable mistake. Alice Carneal never raced in 
public nntll she was five years old. She was of a particularly high, 
nervous temperament, to such a degree that she would gel out of 
condition between her stable and tne racecourse. Dr. Warfield, 
who bred her, stated that at home she wits superior to any horse 
he had ever bred. When drawn for a race, she would get so ex¬ 
cited, trembling, then purging, that she totally unfitted nsrself to 
race. 8he was also extremely difficult to start, always showing 
much temper and excitability. We have often been reminded of 
the temper of Alice Carneal, by the temper displayed by many of 
Lexingtou's sons, Tom Bowling, Hazard, K. B. Connoly, for 
instance. 

Alice Corneal’* turf career extended over three year,. In which 
,be ran eight race* and won two. she beat Allsey Scroggins, two 
mile heats, at tbe Fork* of Elkhorn, Frankfort, Ky., and won a 
two-mile heat race at Georgetown, Kv., at four heats. Sept. 19tb, 
1841, beating Dick Menifee, Tom Root*, Sailor Boy, Dorcas. 
Crvath, Gulnare, Martha Buford and a chestnut colt by Medoc, 
dam by Cumberland. This race at Georgetown we witnessed with 
our own eves, and it will never be effaced from oor memory. A 
mere child, we ran off from Lexington to Georgetown to Bee the 
mce. and received, on oar return, a well merited pttnlehment for 
our disobedience. Tom RootB won the first beat In 3 49. Alice 
Carneal the third and fourth In 8.58, ,2.68. Gllpatrlck rode Alice 
Carneal.— Kentucky Live Stock Record.

Intor-State Rifle Matches. 

According to the New York Herald an effort is 
about to be made to impart to Crcedmoor the same, na¬ 
tional character that belongs in England to Wimbledon. 
The way in which it is proposed to accomplish this is 
by the organization of an inter-state match between the 
various bodies, to which the national guard of every 
State will be invited. It is only proper that New York, 
having taken the lead in the movement which has in¬ 
troduced rifle practice as part of the regular drill of our 
citizen soldiers, should continue her exertions and, if 
possible, induce other States to follow her example. 
The method that seems to offer the best promises of 
success in this work would be the creation of a national 
trophy, similar in character to.thc lilcho Shield, to be 
shot for annually by teams from every Stale in the 
Union. In the absence of any legal authority it is not 
probable that the officers of the 8tate could make any 
official provision for such a contest. But no doubt in¬ 
dividual largess might be relied upon to supply a suitu- 
ablc trophy. Governor Tilden is known to be a man 
of large means and great liberality. What more grace¬ 
ful thing could be done by him than to inaugurate this 
interstate match, by «ja offering from the Governor of 
the 8tate of New York of a trophy to he contended for 
by the riflemen of the whole country* Lord Elcho, by 
his donation of the “Elcho Shield,” which is competed 
for by teams from England, Ireland and Scotland, is 
admitted to have dune much to establish and stimulate 
marksmanship among the volunteers of Great Britain. 
California already has a team. So lias Nevada, and 
Connecticut has taken Bteps to organize ranges. New 
Jersey and Illinois are evincing interest in the subject, 
and would undoubtedly send skilled marksmen to com¬ 
pete. We might also expect a large representation 
from the South. The troops of South Carolina who 
participated in the Bunker Hill celebration avowed to 
gentlemen connected with the National Rifle Associa¬ 
tion that it was their intention to send a team to com¬ 
pete at Crecdmoor during the present Fall, and their 
example will undoubtedly be followed by the cilft.cn 
soldiery throughout the Union. What more gratifying 
spectacle could tie presented than to witness riflemen 

since were arrayed in strife against one another, test¬ 
ing (heir skill in a peaceful contest at Creedmoor in an 
interstate match? We trust that the National Rifle 
Association will use all their endeavors to make this 
national contest a success. It would be the means of 
making the association more popular than anything it 
has as yet accomplished. 

Wear and Tear Trial of Choke-Bores. 

Our readers will remember that wc have more than 
once referred to the extensive gun trial which has late¬ 
ly been conducted in England under the auspices of the 
London Field. Notwithstanding a certain amount of 
dissatisfaction on the part of some gun makers, we 
have no hesitation in saying that we believe this trial 
to be in every way reliable, and that The Field with¬ 
out the slightest show of partiality has simply recorded 
the facts testified to by the targets; and that too in or¬ 
der to give the sporting world the desirable data for 
choice. It will be remembered too, that 200 charges 
were to be shot from these choke-bores into a pit, and 
then the barrels were to be wiped out and a charge fired 
at a target in order to teat the relative capacity of the 
gun to resist deterioration by wear. The conclusion 
arrived at is that the two charges which might be 
brought against them, namely; that of excessive wear 


The conclusions of our much esteemed namesake in 
this matter are as follows: “1st. That the new system 
beats the old one, both in pattern and penetration,by at 
least 20 per cent., without the slightest drawback. 2d. 
That it may by modified to any extent desired by the 
shooter,either permanently or by changing the wads. 3d. 
That the guns bored on this plan are durable and free 
from leading if used with hard shot. 4lh. That in uni 
formity of shooting they equal, if not surpass, the cylin¬ 
drical horc."

Horae Feeding. 

What is civilization? If every man that is in any 
way capable was obliged to answer this qneslion we 
should have as many answers, undoubtedly, sb answer¬ 
ers. For example, we should be disposed to answer 
that perfection in ail that pertains to domestic animals, 
and a possession of power ovor those that ore not do-' 
mcstic, would be essential items in any adequate defini¬ 
tion of civilization. We have certainly received incal¬ 
culable benefits from our domestic animals, und have 
in return, bestowed upon them unnumerahlc benefits, 
but wc are also convinced that there remains a large 
field yet to be explored and revealed to the public on 
the question of the most economical feed for our most 
useful domestic animals, and notably of the horse. We 
are lead to these remarks by an article in the Land 
and Water , being .for the most part a review of a work 
by Mr. Hunting, on the feeding and management of 
draught horses. This pamphlet, judging from the ex¬ 
tracts, is of a highly practical character, but on ac¬ 
count of the diflercnce of price, etc., of corn in this 
country, it would require considerable modification for 
practical use among us. The author has had a good 
deal of practical experience with horses, and on one Col¬ 
liery alone he succeeded in saving £3,66212s. l^d. per an¬ 
num on 14!) horses, besides the superior condition of the 
horses under the new regime. With such figures as 
these before us, it certainly behooves proprietors of 
large studs, and stock companies whose property con¬ 
sists largely in horses to employ some practical selen¬ 
itic man to make some few on the subject. We are 
aware that many scientific men would involve more ex¬ 
pense in their experiments that one could hope to gain 
by the economy that may be practiced; but this need 
not be th$ case. Of course the great advantage of 
crushing corn, oats, etc., is too well known tq ne.cji 
bat mere is another idea which we think 
would bear ventilation. It is somewhat strange that 
while we extensively resort to cooking for our own pur¬ 
poses, we have tried so little of this for our horses. 
Many perhaps would laugh at the idea of cooking for 
horses; well, let them laugh. Of course the word cook¬ 
ing is not to be confined to the boiling process. It is 
well known that the farinaceous foods when heated to 
400 ° F. undergo a remarkable change, and that in this 
condition it is much more easily digested. This is a 
subject which will well pay for practical investigation 
by some proprietor of horses, and Would be a means of 
benefiting the world by a revelation of his experience. 


Our Riflemen In Ireland. 

The graphic accounts which the New York papers 
have published of the reception* tendered to our rifle¬ 
men in Ireland, including the grand dinner given by 
the faculty of Trinity College, Dublin, show that the 
Irish people are very friendly to the Americans. The 
New York Herald says, that, among all the conserva¬ 
tive institutions of Ireland old Trinity has ever been 
the most rigid and exclusive, and that fellows of that 
institution should throw open their banqueting halls to 
a number of republican American riflemen shows that 
the kindly feelings entertained by the masses of the 
Irish people toward our institutions begin to he shared 


even by tho most conservative clement in Ireland. The 
banquet itself gave occasiou for a display of after-din¬ 
ner eloquence at onco graceful and effective. ToastB 
were drunk to tho health of the President of the United 
States, au honor never before paid to any foreign ruler 
The value of all this is in the lesson of unity and good 
fellowship It teaches. If these peaceful .contests at 
Creedmoor and Dollymount should do no other good, 
they will have removed many ingrained prejudices 
from the minds of many persons. Irish gentlemen will 
learn from the testimony of men of their own cast that 
the American people do not at all resoluble the typical 
Yankee, and Americans who have been drawn to Ire¬ 
land will And that the stage Irishman has no existence 
except In the fertile brains of dramatists. Their visit 
will also demonstrate to' them the existence of a cultur¬ 
ed and refined Irish society, as distinct from the whis¬ 
ky-drinking, riot-loving creatures pictured by foreign 
caricaturists its could well be imagined. With the dis¬ 
appearance of these and kindred prejudices we may 
hope that the bonds of sympathy between the Irish ami 
American peoples will continue to multiply. And if 
these pleasant visits and interchanges of compliments 
do no more than this, they will have amply repaid the 

time and attention devoted to them.
